Her father drat bought a dwell- 
ing from James Doaa. a log house 
which stood near where Mrs. T. J. 
Cameron's residence now stands. 

Mrs. Krlsble said lo the reporter: 
"My father. William Carnahan. mov- 
ed from Madlsonvllle to Marlon 
when I was !& months old, 75 years 
ago. He often said he brought all 
he hud with him in a two horse wag- 
on." 

"My father was a saddler He 
served un apprenticeship with a man 
Ul Madisouville for three years. This 
man gave him u horse and saddle 
My father then bought coon hides 
and took a wagonload to Kvansvllle 
and sold them, and then bought u 
stock of leather and aet up shop. 

"I ran am bar David Uourland, Jeo 
Boarland'a grandfather. He learned 
the saddler's trude under my father 
and stayed at our house for many 
years.

COAL SITI ATION 

IS VERY SKItltlt s. 

According to the daily papers the 
entire country is in the grip of a 
serious coul famine brought on by 
the strike of soft coal miners. 

In Kansas the governor has taken 
over the mines und called for vol- 
untors to dig coal Many have re- 
sponded and they are now turning 
out some coal.. 

Louisville is suffering tor lack of 
fuel to run her industries, many of 
which use either shut down or op- 
erating on a short time basis. The 
fi\el regulations are very stringent, 
retail stores and officer only being 
allowed to remain open from nine 
till four and not permitted to display 
any electric signs at all. No factory 
can run more than 4H hours each 
week no matter how much fuel they 
have on hand. 

In many sections of the country 
schools are having to close for want 
of fuel. Chicago industries are bit 
very hard. The Northwest has not 
enough coal to last them two weeks 
and are feeling the shortage very 
keenly. 

Locally we are promised enough 
coal by the administration to pre- 
vent actual suffering if the orders 
of the administration are obeyed. 
J. A. Hughes is in charge of the sit- 
uation here. Marion will probably 
be without light until the emergency 
is past after the present supply of 
coal is exhausted. 

The miners ure very obdurate and 
are unwilling to go buck to work 
for a 14 per cent increase in wages. 
There is consideruble suspicion that 
they are tied up in some sort of a 
secret pact- with the operators — to 
give them us excuse to boost the 
price of coal.

Fuel Regulations 



After consultation with Mr. J. A. Hughes, agent of the U. S. 
Railroad Administration, who is charged with the duty of dis- 
tributing and policing the use of coal, the following regulations 
have been fixed u|x»i to govern the use of coal in Marion. 

GROCERIKS: — May remain open from 8 A. M. to 6 P. M.; outside 
of these hours only one light shall be used, and only enough 
coal burned to prevent actual damage by freezing of perish- 
able goods. On Saturdays, may remain open until 9 P. M. 

DRY GOODS STORES: — May remain open from 8 A. M. to 5 P. M. 

but must not use coal after 4 P. M. No fuel and only one 
one light to each store outside of above hours. On Saturdays 
may remain open until 9 P. M. 

BARBER SHOPS:— May remain open from 8 A. M. to 6 P. M. 

Saturdays until 9 P. M. 

DRUG STORES AND RESTAURANTS :— May remain open their 
usual hours, but after 5 P. M. must burn only half their light* 

ALL OTHER STORES AND OFFICES: — May remain open from 
8 A. M. to 5 P. M. No exception for Saturdays. 

PICTURE SHOWS:— May open from 1 P. M. to 10 P. M 

All government, county or city buildings and offices are ex- 
cepted from the above, also railroad stations, hotels, telephone 
and telegraph offices, newspaper plants and battery charging 
outfits 

Manufacturing plants using coal may operate 48 hours per 
week only. 

The present fuel situation is very serious, and every citizen 
of Marion is asked to be as saving as |H>ssble in the use of both 
coal and lights, and only burn what is absolutely necessary. If 
the above regulations are obeyed, we are assured by the fuel 
administration that enough coal will be available to supply houae- 
holds and prevent actual suffering; if they are not obeyed our 
supply may be cut off entirely. 

We are informed that no more coal can lie supplied to the 
lighting plant, ami that when the present supply, which will laat 
not more than two weeks, is gone we will probably be without 
lights until the emergency is over.

Steady Increase In Federal Aid Busl- 
ness In All Section*— Expendi- 
ture. $30O,0O0,(X».

na-nt of Agriculture.) 
Since early In 1919 there tins been 
■ sternly Increase each month In the 
federal aid business In the bureau of I 
public roads of the United Stntes de- i 
pnrtment of agriculture. States In all ' 
sections of the country are filing their 
projects and receiving allotments. The ! 
road-building era Is In full swing, and 
it would seem thnt the end Is not yet. 
All Indications point to greater ree- j 
ords in the months Immediately to 
come. 

P.nsed on complete reports from 44 
of the states cash expenditures on the j 
rural roads and bridges of the United 
States for the calendar year 1918 
nmounted to $286,008,193. To this 
s.iould be added the value of statute 
and convict labor, which cannot be 
fixed with any great degree of ac- 
but probably amounted to not 
than $14,000,000, thus making the 
grand total expenditures for the year 
$300,000,000. This total Is made up of 
the actual expenditures for such Items

The year 1918 offered an unprece- 
dented condition In practically all 
lines of highway work. There was 
not only a tremendous Increase and 
expansion in the nmount of heavy 
truck traffic on public roads and an 
unprecedented shortage in regard tt 
road materials, labor and ready funds, 
but also a di-clded Increase In main- 
tenance work, which was, however, 
partially offset by a decrease In the 
■mount of new construction.

Mite* and Lice Decrease Efficiency In 
Production of Egg* and Meat— 
Hene Become Irritable and De- 
cline In Health. 

(Prepared by the Hnttn.1 Htatoe Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

01" Lady Hen doesn't object to 
scratching for a living, but Khe balks 
on scrntchlng for worms nil duy and 
then having to acratrh all Bight at ver- 
min which delight In strolling over her 
during tffa eru of darkncKS. 

Fowl lice and mites reduce egg pro- 
duction, hinder the growth and reduce 
the quullty of flesh of all clasaea of 
isiultry. Mltua are particularly bad 
among farm fowl, aa these blood-suck- 
ing Insects often gain a firm foothold 
In the flock before the fanner la aware 
of their presence. The hena become 
Irritable nnd decline In egg production 
and healthy condition as a result of 
losing blood to the mites. In heavily 
Infested coops It la not unusual for 
tho chickens to become dnsipy nnd 
weak, with pale combs and wattles. 
The miles feed almost entirely at 
night, except that they attack hens on 
the nests during the daytime. They 
secrete themselves In cracks and 
crevb-es around the chicken house dur- 
ing the dny, and hence their ptesence 
often la overlooked until n heavy Infes- 
tation has developed. 

Rout Mltee From Roost*. 

In controlling mites It Is first of nil 
j essential to drive the pests from the 
mosts. nesta nnd Interior of the poul- 
i try house, which ahould be sprayed 
j with n mixture of one part kerosene 
to four pnrts of crude petroleum. Or- 
dinarily one application Is sufficient, 
but as an extra procniitlon It Is mlvls- 
ahle to spray n second time about one 
month after the first treatment Poul- 
try should he kept out of the treated 
buildings until the tnatcrlul hoa well 
dried Into the wood. 

Arsenical dip. as a apray. auch a* la 
used to deatroy cattle ticks, la alao 
fairly satisfactory aa a control for 
chicken mltee; aeveral application 
are required to eradlcRte the mltea 
from the poultry roosts. The mltea 
which cause acaly leg usually can be 
erndlcnted by applying crude petro- 
leum to the legs with a brush or dip- 
ping them Into thla oIL One treat- 
ment la usually enough. 

Lice Like to Live on Poultry. 

If jsiultry oaenpe Infestatlona of 
mltea they ure atlll exposed to visita- 
tion* from lice, which, unlike the 
mltea, remain constantly with the 



concrete floors i* due to the soluble 
plant food In the manure; thla aeepa 
awuy where earthen floors are used. 

The coat of concreting floors gen- 
erally nn. .units to about Vi per animal 
In the ordlunry feeding atuble and the 
saving In inunuru 1* equal to thla 
amount of every 1.0U0 pounds In live 
weight of ateera or cattle fed for the 
year, ua Compared with animals fed 
on enrth floors. 

Concrete floors also make It easier 
to provide better aunltury pluce* for 
uulinula.

At the Iowa agricultural experiment 
station at Am.-, n great deal of atten- 
tion has been given to fill ptga. Prof. 
John M Kvvard, chief of awlne pro- 
duction, hna been a leader In advocat- 
ing on Increnae In the number of fnll 
pigs anil In the Improvement of their 
care. Hla system of feeding them 
"cafeteria Style" and hla types of hog 
houses have attracted much uttentloo. 

Professor Evvard aaya : 

'Tor a number of years the animal 
husbnndry section of the experiment 
station 1ms been feeding pigs that 
come In the Inst duys of August or 
.luring September. We push them 
from start to llnlsh, until In April, and 
It la not unusual for them to weigh 
around 2.7) pounds, not so hud for pigs 
of eight months of age, fed right 
through the cold winter. Our fall plga 
gain practically us well as our spring 
pigs. We have had full pigs return us

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SCHOOLS TAKE U P DAIRYING 

Bulletin Published by Department of 
Agriculture Has Twelve Les- 
son* on Subject 

(Prepared by tha United State. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

To add Impetus to the teaching of 
delrylng In elementary rural achool* 
Bulletin 703, Just published, contain* 
12 lessons on the suhject. With each 
leason are given helpful direction! for 
home projecti that may be worked 
out with profit to every community 
and with real educational value to 
pupils. Practically all the aubject ma- 
terial for class use, and Instruction* 
for home projects can be found la 
available bulletlni either free or at 
small coat, but teachers and pupUe are 
advised to use additional source* of 
Information, such as the printed mat- 
ter from dairy cattle breeders' asso- 
ciations, books on dairying, and farm 
and dairy Journals. 

According to the bulletin teacher* of 
agriculture are agreed that instruction 
on that subject should follow certain 
definite lines — it should be seasonal, 
be local In Its Interests, meet the needs 
of the pupils, and be practical. Th* 
home-project plan affords the best 
means of meeting these conditions, es- 
pecially the practical *lde, for by It 
the pupil works out for himself the 
principles and theories taught In the 
classroom. 

The term "home project," applied to 
Instruction In elementary and supple- 
mentary agriculture, Includes as r» 
qulaltes a plan for home work and re- 
lated Instruction In agriculture at th< 
school. It should be a problem new 
to the pupil; the parent and pupil 
should agree with the teacher on the 
plan; some competent person must su- 
pervise the home work; detailed rec- 
ords of time, method, cost, and Income 
mnst be honestly kept ; and a written 
report based on the record should be 
submitted to the teacher. 

One of tha mean* by which teechere 
may learn the dairy Interest* of the 
dlatrict I* a dairy surrey. The pupils 
may assist la obtaining thl* Informa- 
tion, bat first hand knowledge obtain- 
ed by the teacher will be valuable 
Thla survey should tell the kind of 
farm (crop or stock), purpose of dairy 
cows (commercial or home use) 
breed* of cattle, feeds raised, feeds 
purchased, milk record* kept, how 
milk is tested, how milk le disposed 
of, and dairy conveniences.

Keed one pound of thl* 
mixture to each two to four pound* 
of milk, depending upon the percent- 
ngo Of bulterfat. This should be fed 
In eonnivtlon with sllnge. clover or al- 
falfa hny nnd either sugar boot* or 
beet pulp. Soy bean hay I* also de- 
sirable.
